II 
she had any time left after these lit- 
tle matters were atended to, she might 
do the cooking, make the clothes for 
the family, milk the cows, feed the 
chickens, do the family washing and 
mending, which latter Included patch- 
ing the seat of his breeches, which

"The Nineteenth Century witnessed 


the rise 'of a' movement-among1 the 
women of.: a part'of-' the,'world .that 
was regarded'as strange arid, fa'ntas- 
tic," Dr. '.'Cannon ; continued.

In 1792 she pub 
llshed a book, 'Vindication of th 
Rights of Women,' which, was the'first 
appeal on behalf of equal rights^ fo 
women that was ever heard on' thi 
earth'.

THE MEANING OF MAN TO 


JESUS 


Text John 9:1 


God.'s supreme gift for the human 


race is Jesus Christ. Jesus is man's 
' edeemer and he has made possible the 
forgiveness of personal sins and per- 
sonal salvation. The supreme test ~ot 
Christians is to give Jesus Christ .to 
their fellow men who have him not.; 


Jesus' interest is centered in human- 


ity. He centered his efforts on hum'iin 
welfare and man's spiritual destiriy'. 
To this purpose he discounted no-part 
of the human body or its functipnfe; 
for it is though, the ,body that 'tj}ie 
human soul finds its means of oppres- 
sion. To Jesus, human life had a 
value supreme . to anything else on 
earth. 


In thinking of the meaning of man 


to Jesus it is well to consider some 
points from which he viewed the 
ace. 


1—Jesus viewed men of divine ori- 


gin. He believed in a divine creator- 
ship of all things. He had the highest 
regard for all things and placed val- 
ues- at the point where a thing made, 
or might make a contribution to life. 
Much discussion of the present day re- 
volves around the question of origin. 
Lowly oigin had 
no place in the 


thinking of Jesuc. Jesus spoke to the 
future and discosed what men are and 
can become. The labyrinth through 
which men ave come by physical, 
mental and spiritual development can- 
not rightfully be used to discount the 
idea of the divine origin and spiritual 
realities of men whatever the proces- 
ses of development were or may be. 
All our accomplshments are of lowly 
irigin, 
materially 
and 
religiously 


perhaps. Recognition must be accord- 
ing to the accomplishments or the pos- 
sibilities of development reckoned on 
what a tiling is and what it may be- 
come, r^ot so much 
from whence 


came we, but why are we here and 
whither are we traveling are the 
points of greater importance. 


2—Jesus dealt with men as free 


spirits-. This is very evident in his 
dealings with the blind man and Ike 
characters. He took the blind man 
as he found him and gave him power 
to sec and to comprehend things be- 
yond his fondest dreams. It was all 
due to the personal freedom of the 
blind man to choose to follow the 
commands of Jesus, and his faith on 
which he acted. The intrinsic value of 
a man is in what he is, in his poten- 
talities. Here on hnge personality and 
the power to become. The power to 
choose and to do as lie wills affords 
the power to rise from slime pits and j 
to follow the onward advancing mel- 
ody of life. Free spirit samps the 
human soul with divine likeness. It 
is the most human endowment and 
yd it is the most perilous gift. By 
it men may be praise God or curse 
God and die. 


3—To Jesus man was n religious be- 


in£. Jesus saw that man had power 
to find God and" to lay hold on God. 
At this point he made the closest 
-ontact with men and spoke in the 
most 
friendly 
and 
compassionate 


terniL-. As men believed in and wor- 
shiped God, though blindly, he re- 
vealed to them the real nature of 
God, He challenged men to follow 
him, 
assuring them of knowing God 


and coming to the richness of divine 
experience and finding rest to their | 
lusting souls.

4—Though human attainments Jesus I 


saw a channel of divine glory. The i 
light of God shining in the hearts of, 
his saints and reflected by them to', 
the world would honor and glorify the 
Father in Heaven. The name of Jesus 
is glorified through the work of faith 
in his believers, they in him and he in 
them, according to the grace of God j 
and tlie Lord Jesus Christ. 


5—Humanity was 
interpreted 
by 


Jesus us un eternal existence. Around 
this fact evolved his doctrine of life 
eternal, and heaven and hell. It was 
here that he gave death and life their 
real meaning. Death in its true sense 
was separation from God, and in its 
final analysis eternal perdition.

Hoover Commission on 
• W a r Policy Urges 
Amending Constitution 


WASHINGTON.— (/P) -Recommen- 


dations of the War Policies Commis- 
sion for taking the profit out of war 
were submitted to Congress by Pres- 
ident Hoover Monday and at once ran 
into opposition. 


The commission recommended that 


In a future war all prices should be 
"frozen" at the outset of hostilities and 
as a further check ori prof iteering that 
a 90 per cent tax-o,nexcess profits be 
levied. A- constitutional .amendment 
to make the price freezing plan legal- 
was recommended'. 


A resolution 
proposing such an 


amendment was introduced in the 
Senate on behalf of the four Senate 
members of the commission, Reed of 
Pennsylvania 
and 
Vandenberg of 


Michigan, Republicans; Robinson of 
Arkansas and Swanson of Virginia, 
Democrats. 


The senators also introduced a reso- 


lution asking Secretary Mills to advise 
.on the best emthod to apply the pro-' 
posed 95 per cent tax. 


Senator Dill, Democrat, Washington, 


compares .the efforts of the commis- 
sion with "the mountain that labored 
and brought forth a mouse." He said 
all the commission recommended could 
b'e accomplished without a constitu- 
tional amendment and criticized the 
report as proposing to "equalize" in- 
stead of "elminate" the profits of war. 


Senators King, Democrat, Utah, and 


Robinson, Republican, Indiana, also 
criticized the'•• report, saying that no 
legislation was needed to carry out its 
recommendations. 
' Vandenberg, defending the report, 
said the "popular notion" of drafting 
labor and cavita! had been found by 
the commission, to be an "impractical 
' Impossibility:"/.-He said-a majority of 
the committee' agreed that no consti- 
tutional amendment was necessary but 
recommended it as a precaution.
